District Conncil to Study 
Swimming Pool Exception

At a hearing on Friday, January 
20, the Prince Georges County 
Commissioners, sitting as the Dis¬ 
trict Council, took under advise¬ 
ment the matter of a special ex¬ 
ception for a swimming pool and 
bathhouse on the 25-acre tract be¬ 
ing developed as the University 
Square Apartments. 

The action was taken after coun¬ 
ty attorney Lionel M. Lochart rul¬ 
ed that pending litigation on the 
Charlestowne tract, including the 
University Square Apartments, 
would not make necessary a post¬ 
ponement of the hearing. 

The city of Greenbelt, represen¬ 
ted by Mayor Edgar Smith, had 
sought a postponement on the 
grounds that it had a suit, now 
pending in the Court of Appeals, 
which opposed the development of 
the tract at a density in excess of 
that agreed to in covenants signed 
by the then owner (Charles Bres- 
ler). 

Sigmund Schuldiner, represent¬ 
ing nine Pinecrest Court residents 
opposing the swimming pool, also 
referred to the Lakecrest residents’ 
suit which seeks to enjoin fur¬ 
ther construction on the tract, ex¬ 
cept in accordance with the pro¬ 
mise of the developers. The pro¬ 
posed swimming pool borders on 
the residents’ homes. 

Russell Shipley, attorney for the 
developer of University Square A- 
partments (Lerner Company), ar¬ 
gued that the city’s appeal case 
would have no connection with the 
construction of the swimming pool. 

He pleaded that apartments 
without a swimming pool do not 
rent well. Theodore Lerner, the 
owner, stressed the need to start 
construction of the pool. He said. 
“The first residents are expected 
to move in by February with tne 
project to be completed by July, 
and in order to be competitive in 
the market, it is necessary to have 
pool facilities.” 

Schuldiner protested that this 
was a case of putting the cart be¬ 
fore the horse. The fear of finan¬ 
cial have 

been avoided if the location of the 
swimming pool had been resolved 
before, instead of after, the apart¬ 
ments were constructed. “Why do 
we have to suffer because of this?” 
he asked. 

Schuldiner presented “before” 
and “after” pictures which showed 
the area behind his home thick 
with trees when he purchased his 
home and the same spot denuded 
of most of the trees during the 
construction of the apartments. “I 
could not sell my house now’ for 
what I paid for it,” he said. 

In addition to property value 
losses, the residents objected to 
the swimming pool because of the 
noise and traffic which would be 
generated by its nearby location. 

In question also was whether 
or not effective screening of the 
pool could be accomplished be¬ 
cause of the terrain. (The code 
states that a substantial, sightly 
wall, fence, or shrubbery must 
screen the pool). 

Howard Dunn, swimming pool 
architect for Cohen, Haft, and As¬ 
sociates indicated that all require¬ 
ments for the special exception 
have been met by the apartment 
owners. “The entire complex,” he 
said, “is set back 75 feet from the 
property line, in accordance with 
the code, with the pool area about 
150 feet away.” 

The commissioners have 30 days 
in which to grant or deny the spe¬ 
cial exception or they may, at the 
end of this time period, defer the 
decision for another 90 days.

Unity of Action Urged On 

Perimeter Road Location 

A resolution supporting the city 
council for its efforts in seeking 
solutions to the location of a per¬ 
imeter road was adopted by the 
Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
Steering Committee last Monday 
evening. Such a perimeter road, 
the group said, is needed to help 
siphon off the expected heavy traf¬ 
fic that will be created by the pro¬ 
posed three-school complex on par¬ 
cel 2 — the land between Ridge 
Road and the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway. 

CFPG recommended that coun¬ 
cil (1) request full information 
concerning the feasibility of loca¬ 
ting a perimeter road through the 
school board property; (2) assure 
that all local interested groups 
(GHI, etc.) are in agreement as to 
the route of the perimeter road; 
and (3) request all pertinent par¬ 
ties (MNCPPC, county commis¬ 
sioners, etc.: to assure that the 
necessary rights-of-way for the 
perimeter road can be reserved. 

CFPG also expressed concern 
that Greenbelt may have to assume 
the major cost of the perimeter 
road which also includes a bridge 
across the parkway. The cost of 
the road, the group said, is such 
that the help of all levels of gov¬ 
ernment — Federal, State, county, 
city, school board — is imperative 
to bring the perimeter road into 
realization. 

Such cost-sharing is only equi¬ 
table, CFPG said, since the new 
senior high school will be serving 
primarily students outside of 
Greenbelt Morever. CFPG ex¬ 
pressed the view that the city 
should not be bearing the major 
costs for roads to service a senior 
high school in a location that was 
overwhelmingly opposed by the cit¬ 
izenry.

Council, Citizens Dismayed 
By Gov. Agnew s Selection

A petition to city council by Clifford Simonson, a member of 
the audience and former councilman, brought to life what had been 
until that moment a somewhat routine council meeting Monday 
night. His petition requested council to call a special public meet¬ 
ing in the near future to give the people of Greenbelt an oppor¬ 
tunity to express themselves on the appointment of local developer 
Charles S. Bresler to a post as special assistant to Governor-elect 
Spiro T. Agnew. In his new post, Bresler would serve as liaison 
with the General Assembly and state and federal agencies. Simon¬ 


son also requested that Agnew, 
delegates from Montgomery and 
Prince Georges counties, and Bres¬ 
ler himself also be invited to the 
meeting . Simonson further stipu¬ 
lated that Agnew be requested to 
hold up Bresler’s appointment un¬ 
til after the Greenbelt meeting. 

A spontaneous expression of 
concern from other members of 
the audience of nearly 100 during 
discussion that follow’ed Simon¬ 
son’s petition showed a strong 
community consensus against the 
Bresler appointment. Council it¬ 
self split 4 to 1, leaving council¬ 
man Dave Champion alone in op¬ 
position to the Simonson petition. 

Charging partisanship against 
Simonson, and later against other 
speakers who supported the Simon¬ 
son petition. Champion accused Si¬ 
monson of “violating civil service 
requirements” in taking a position 
on a partisan political matter. Si¬ 
monson countered that he was only 
“interested in good government.” 

He w’as suported by Harvey Gel¬ 
ler. who claimed that the issue was 
not partisan. “The citys life is at 
stake,” Geller said. He noted that 
with Bresler in a position to con¬ 
trol allotment and distribution of 
federal funds in Prince Georges 
and Montgomery counties, Green¬ 
belt could expect not to receive 
funds to which it might be entitled. 

GHI Protest 

In a surprise announcement, 
GHI General Manager Roy Brea- 
shears reported on a meeting he 
had held that morning (Monday, 
Jan. 23) with Arthur J. Sumner, 
appointments officer for Agnew. 
The meeting, at which Breashears 
was accompanied by GHI attor¬ 
ney Albert Ginsberg, had been set 
up in response to a telegram which 
Breashears sent last Friday on be¬ 
half of the GHI board, questioning 
the Bresler appointment. Brea¬ 
shears described his treatment by 
Sumner as “the finest reception” 
and noted that Agnew had pro¬ 
mised to meet on the matter within 
10 days with delegates Ed Conroy, 
Meyer Emanuel, and Blair Lee. 
(Conroy represents the legislative 
district encompassing Greenbelt, 
and Emanuel and Lee are respec¬ 
tively chairmen of the delegations 
from Prince Georges and Mont¬ 
gomery counties.) Under sharp 
questioning by Champion, Brea¬ 
shears explained that copies of the 
telegram to Agnew had been sent 
also to Conroy, Emanuel, and 
Lee. Breashears noted that Bres¬ 
ler attended the morning meeting 
w’ith Sumner. 

Another speaker from the audi¬ 
ence, Lou Pohoryles <Springhill 
Lake), reverting to the issue of 
partisanship which had been raised 
by Champion, requested that 
Champion disqualify himself from 
voting on the issue since he was 
“openly partisan - Republican par¬ 
tisan.” Pohoryles described the ap¬ 
pointment as a “blatant attempt 
to impose a person rejected by the 
voters as the governor’s eyes and 


ears.” Pohoryles’ speech, includ¬ 
ing a description of Bresler as “a 
person hostile to Greenbelt.” drew 
a round of applause from the au¬ 
dience. 

Champion countered sarcastical¬ 
ly that perhaps the city council 
should inquire into all other ap¬ 
pointments. He angrily denounced 
Pohoryles’ request that he disqual¬ 
ify himself. “I have a seat and a 
vote on council,” he said. He noted 
that area newspapers have not 
criticized the Bresler appointment. 
Champion said that he voted for 
Agnew and would support his 
nominations. 

Rules of Procedure 

In an amusing exchange, Cham¬ 
pion insisted that the Council’s rule 
book granted him the right to re¬ 
spond to every comment by ano¬ 
ther councilman or by a member 
of the audience. A quick look into 
the rule book by city manager 
James K. Giese turned up the rule, 
which mayor Smith read aloud, to 
the effect that a councilman could 
not speak again to the same issue 
until all others had first had an 
opportunity to speak, and not more 
than twice on the same issue in 
total. Smith ruled that members 
of the audience had the right to 
question councilmen “through the 
chair.” 

Edwin Ross, a resident of Box¬ 
wood Village, calling himself a 
“nonpartisan registered Republi¬ 
can,” noted that he had sent a 
personal telegram to Agnew pro¬ 
testing Bresler’s appointment on 
the basis that Bresler had been 
“overwhelmingly rejected on a 
statewide public trust.” He urged 
council to consider the Simonson 
petition and urged the audience to 
send individual telegrams of pro¬ 
test to Agnew. 

Also speaking for the petition 
t/as Jackie Shabe. “Most of us 
just personally want to see Green¬ 
belt saved,” she said. She denied 
that the audience was partisan. 
They just want “fairness for their 
community,” she said. 

Motion by Smith 

At this point, Mayor Smith mo¬ 
ved that council schedule a special 
meeting Monday night, Jan. 30, as 
per the Simonson resolution. 
Councilman Francis White secon¬ 
ded the motion. In the following 
discussion, councilman Bill Hoff 
suggested that the city solicitor be 
asked to rule on whether the non- 
partisanship of the council might 
be jeopardized by their engaging in 
such a hearing. 

Speaking to this point, attorney 
Howard Chasanow averred that 
holding such a meeting might esta¬ 
blish “a dangerous precedent,” 
raising the issue whether council 
should likewise hold meetings to 
endorse candidates. He recom¬ 
mended against Smith’s motion but 
noted that council members as in¬ 
dividuals could take action, but 
not the city as a city.

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Police Blotter 

Greenbelt police officer PFC 
Paul Reamy has been named Out¬ 
standing Police Officer in the 
county by the Policeman’s Associa¬ 
tion of Prince Georges County. 
Chief Lane recommended Reamy 
on the basis of his performance 
on two separate occasions. One of 
these occurred when Reamy inter¬ 
rupted a burglary at the Beltway 
Theatre, apprehended the thieves 
and recovered the stolen money, in 
spite of wounds which he suffered. 
The other occasion was when Rea¬ 
my tried to save the life of a man 
stricken by a heart attack, by ad¬ 
ministering artificial respiration. 

Officers Commended 

Officer Bennett was commended 
this week by Chief Lane for his 
prompt and efficient investigation 
of a complaint by a Springhill 
Lake woman. The woman told po¬ 
lice that a young man pointed a 
gun at her and ordered her into 
a wooded area after dark; she 
ignored him, walked on into her 
building and called the police .Offi¬ 
cer Bennett located the person the 
next day, a juvenile with a realis¬ 
tic looking cap pistol. He has been 
charged and will be taken to juve¬ 
nile court. 

Officer Coombs, new to the force, 
was commended in a similar case 
for his promptness in apprehend¬ 
ing a juvenile who will be charged 
with “unlawful touching” of a five- 
year-old girl in Springhill Lake 
and brought before juvenile court. 

A G.H.I. home was broken into 
last week in the early afternoon. 
Police are looking for two men, 
seen by neighbors, who drove into 
the court parking lot in an Econo¬ 
line U-Haul rental truck with out- 
of-state license plates (possibly of 
Utah), bearing the first three nu¬ 
merals 147. Witnesses say one 
man knocked on the back door 
while a second remained in the 
'truck; the next thing they noticed 
was two men carrying a large ster¬ 
eo set out to the truck. There was 
no evidence of forced entry. One of 
the men was described as a white 
male, 5’8” to 5’10” tall, 20-30 yrs. 
old, of stocky build, wearing white 
ski cap and light jacket. The sec¬ 
ond person’s description: White 
male. 6 ft. or 6 ft. 1 in., uncertain 
age. wearing dark hat with brim 
and dark trench coat. Items stolen 
include a radio-phonograph. Rem¬ 
ington 22 calibre rifle, 2 cameras, 
wallet with credit cards. Police 
have put a lookout for the truck, 
but note there are some 80 rental 
dealers in the Washington area, 
and dealers identify trucks by a 
number painted on the side of 
truck and not by license number. 
Chief Lane reports this is the first 
case of larceny on this scale in a 
G.H.I. home in over a year.

I returned home last Friday af¬ 
ternoon to find my large stereo¬ 
radio phonograph combination and 
many other valuables had been sto¬ 
len, although doors were locked. 
If a person cannot feel secure with 
locked doors when they leave their 
premises — then what can be 
done to safeguard our property in 
Greenbelt or other American 
homes today? Our problem is 
now a grave one! 

You read about such atrocious 
happenings daily in the newspa¬ 
pers elsewhere and give it little 
thought, but when it happens to 
you — then you wake-up and be¬ 
come really alarmed and concern¬ 
ed and afraid. 

I am writing this in hope it will 
arouse or stir-up interest in our 
community ,at least, of crime that 
is now spreading. If anyone should 
see strangers going to their 
neighbors’ homes next-door or 
near-by, and there is a truck in 
the area — I wish that they should 
become suspicious or curious and 
investigate. Call the Police 474- 
4118, and take down the license 
number, type of truck or waiting 
vehicle, color, etc. and its general 
description. If there is time for 
the police to arrive before the 
criminal makes his get-a-way — 
you at least can furnish them with 
information that may be helpful. 
If the transaction is legitimate, 
the police can verify it — if not — 
the thieves can be caught with the 
stolen goods on the property. 
Quick action on your part can 
save heartbreak for your neigh¬ 
bors and yourself — because next 
time it might be your home! 

The City Council can help. This 
should be a community project. If 
we, as citizens — don’t act and 
quickly — crime will continue to 
increase. The Police have told me 
that according to their records it 
has more than doubled this year 
over last year. 

I am afraid I can never feel se¬ 
cure again if steps of precaution 
aren’t taken quickly to relieve our 
fear!

Champion moved to table Smith’s 
motion until the city solicitor 
could be asked to rule on its sus¬ 
ceptibility to interpretation under 
the Hatch act. Champion’s mo¬ 
tion failed for want of a second. 

Smith said he saw no difficulties 
with the idea of holding a meeting 
to provide “ a sounding board for 
citizens of Greenbelt to express 
their feelings” concerning the ap¬ 
pointment. The problems with 
Bresler "predate any political ac¬ 
tivity” on his part. Smith noted. 
These are problems the city has 
had with a major developer. "We 
may well be acting within our 
scope.” he said. Councilman Dick 
Pilski concurred. "We wouldn’t 
want anyone to feel we were go¬ 
ing to play dead,” he said. 

The city manager was, however, 
asked to inquire of the city solici¬ 
tor concerning the action proposed 
by the Simonson petition, which 
was to request the governor-elect 
to hold up the Bresler appointment 
until after the Greenbelt meeting 
could be held. 

Conflict of Interest 

A Boxwood resident, Lawrence 
White, raised the question of con¬ 
flict of interest in Bresler’s parti¬ 
cipation in handling of federal 
grants . If Bresler has an interest 
in land that comes under the scope 
of a federal program, he would in¬ 
evitably be involved in a conflict 
of interest, he pointed out. 

Another White — Councilman 
Francis W. — augmented this 
statement. That is precisely the 
situation with the city’s current 
condemnation proceedings for park 
land, he noted. (Bresler who owns 
two parcels of the land in ques¬ 
tion is challenging the city’s need 
for additional parkland). 

Smith’s motion to hold the meet¬ 
ing Monday night was passed 4 to 
1, Champion dissenting. 

Perimeter Road 

City Manager, James K. Giese, 
reported that he met last Thurs¬ 
day with William S. Schmidt, 
Prince Georges County Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools, Arthur Robinson, 
Superintendent of Construction and 
Colonel Elliot Robertson, staff en¬ 
gineer. The school board staff will 
consult with their architect and 
reexamine the question of the pen- 
meter road. A full-scale meeting 
on the subject is planned this 
week with the staff of the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Parks and 
Planning Commission and the 
State Roads Commission. 

Other Action 

Introduced by White, council un¬ 
animously passed a motion to set 
up a special voter registration day 
during the month of March at the 


Community Building in Springhill 
Lake. They also agreed unani¬ 
mously to pay a $15 towing charge 
on a vehicle reported stolen and 
then recovered within five blocks 
of the owner’s home. Discussion 
brought out that recovered cars 
are regularly towed into protective 
custody, usually by Greenbelt Shell, 
the only nearby station which re¬ 
mains open 24 hours a day. Until 
the towing service arrives a po¬ 
liceman must stand by to guard 
the vehicle. In the particular case 
in question, a new dispatcher was 
on duty. Instead of contacting the 
owner, he had had the car towed 
away. (Normally stolen vehicles 
are recovered at some distance 
from the place where the car was 
taken & owners cannot be imme¬ 
diately reached.) 

Council also adopted an ordin¬ 
ance to amend Ordinance No. 375, 
prohibiting parking on Greenhill 
Rd. between Crescent and Green- 
tree PI. Another resolution was 
passed to transfer funds within de¬ 
partments. 

Introduced for first reading were 
an ordinance providing for the re¬ 
servation of public grounds for 
public meetings and another regu¬ 
lating parades in the city of Green¬ 
belt. 

Tidbits 

Giese announced the resignation 
as of Friday. Jan. 27, of his ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, Michael Fis- 
chetti. who has taken a post as re¬ 
search assistant with the National 
League of Cities, an organization 
located in Washington . . . The low 


bid of $17,765 was accepted for a 
rubber tired tractor shovel, a Case 
W9B . . . Council unanimously 

passed a resolution commending 
Rev. Kenneth Wyatt for his long 
years of service to the commun¬ 
ity . . . County commissioner Fran¬ 
cis Francois attended the meeting.

TIP FOR JANUARY

The following is the first in a 
series of articles that will be ap¬ 
pearing in the News Review 
each month on the many pre¬ 
cautions that can be taken by 
every resident of Greenbelt to 
“Prevent Fire Before It Starts’'. 
CLOTHING CAN BURN 

Flame . . . flash . . . fatality. 
This is an accident report in 
brief — an accident report a- 
bout someone who neglected to 
remember that clothing can 
burn. 

It’s an all-too-frequent report, 
according to National Fire Pro¬ 
tection Association studies. And 
the most frequent victims of 
clothing fires are children and 
the elderly. 

The trouble starts when peo¬ 
ple fail to keep a respectful 
distance from flames, sparks — 
any source of intense heat. A- 
mong them are matches, smok¬ 
ing materials, stoves, heaters of 
many types, fireplaces and out¬ 
door fires. 

Some types of clothing and 
fabrics are more prone to catch 
fire than others. Be careful of 
lightweight, loose-fitting clothes, 
ruffles, flounces, long and loose 
sleeves, filmy nets and gauzes. 
Some sweaters with brushed fi¬ 
bers ignite easily. Little girls’ 
flared and many-petticoated 
party dresses are risky, as are 
many improvised children’s cos¬ 
tumes. 

Sensible clothes and sensible 
caution are the most effective 
safe-guards against always- 
dangerous clothing fires.

Councilmen Participate In 
Fiscal Planning Session 

The Congress of Cities, a sub¬ 
sidiary organization of the Mary¬ 
land Municipal League, met on 
Saturday, January 14, in the House 
Chambers in Annapolis to discuss 
legislative proposals for the up¬ 
coming legislative term. Represen¬ 
ting Greenbelt at this meeting 
were Councilmen Francis White, 
as alternate delegate, and David 
Champion. (Mayor Edgar Smith, 
delegate, was unable to attend.) 
City manager James K. Giese also 
attended the meeting in his capa¬ 
city as a member of the League 
Council. 

At the end of the session the 
Congress adopted a number of 
proposals as league policy, most 
of them dealing with fiscal reform. 
Among these were endorsement 
of a graduated income tax, the 
substitution of a graduated busi¬ 
ness income tax for the present 
personal property tax, opposition 
to the principle of retroactive tax¬ 
ation in the writing of any new 
..tax measures, elimination of the 
state property tax (making this 
available solely to local govern¬ 
ments), and introduction of new 
legislation to reduce payment of 
double taxes to city and county 
for services rendered to citizens 
by the city alone. 

The Congress also endorsed Gov¬ 
ernor-elect Agnew’s proposal to 
establish a Maryland Department 
of Urban Affairs. 

Paralleling this concern for fis¬ 
cal reform, the Municipal League 
has hired the Baltimore firm of 
Donaho and Associates to provide 
advice to Maryland municipalities, 
concerning fiscal reform measures 
to be introduced in the legislative

Clarification

Last week’s article on the GHI 
Board Meeting regarding house¬ 
hold cleanliness appears to need 
some clarification. Following is an 
excerpt from the minutes of that 
meeting: 

“Unsanitary conditions have 
been encountered many times by 
maintenance people who are re¬ 
quested to do various kinds of 
work in members’ homes. Al¬ 
though there was concern over the 
position an employee might be 
placed in when reporting condi¬ 
tions of this nature to Manage¬ 
ment, it was felt that from the 
standpoint of the health of the em¬ 
ployees and others concerned, it 
was necessary that Management 
be made aware of these conditions. 
The committee desired to reinforce 
Management’s position through the 
recommendation that upon receipt 
of any complaints about the clean¬ 
liness of members’ homes that 
Management investigate and take 
necessary action to insure the safe¬ 
ty and health of adjoining mem¬ 
bers, even to the extent of term¬ 
ination of the contract ,if neces¬ 
sary. It was the consensus that 
present policies and procedures are 
adequate and already provide Ma¬ 
nagement with authority to do 
what is contemplated; therefore, 
no action was deemed necessary on 
the recommendation of the Com¬ 
mittee.”
